Gang, 
I just finished assembling my ZM-2. Noticed a couple things. First, I'm 
using it to match a 300-ohm twinlead-fed inverted vee up about 25 feet or 


so, cut for 40m. 


1) I'm assuming, based on the instructions, that the "Link" switch should 


NOT be set to the ground position for this antenna. (only for coax fed, 
right?) 


2) I measured my SWR after tuning. The SWR was 1 with the switch in the tune 
position but about 1.3 or 1.4 in the operate position. Is this as it should 
be? 


3) I can't get the LED to completely extinguish. It's still glowing 
noticeably at its minimum. 


4) If I switch the link switch to ground and then tune, I can get the LED to 
extinguish, and the SWR is better. 


5) I can work stations with the link switch in either position. Worked a 
couple dozen in the IARU contest. Just like shooting fish in a barrel. 


Am I correct in my assumptions, and is the behavior of my ZM-2 typical? Or 
am I all wet?

Friday, July 10 I climbed Loafer Mountain near Spanish Fork, Utah with my 


QRP gear. 


Loafer is about 11,00 feet peak in the Wasatch Range. The trailhead is on 
the Alpine Loop road beginning near Payson, Utah. I expected a 10 - 12 mile 
hike, taking about 5 or 6 hours. My guide was a co-worker at the local 
hospital. I also took my 14 year-old son, David. 


The day was beautiful when we began. By the time we reached the ridge 
(about 10,500 ft?) there were thunder clouds forming over nearby 11,900 foot 
mount Nebo. We were well above the timberline, so I used my telescoping 
hiking stick (about 11 feet high) to erect an inverted V. I called CQ on 20 
meters (1400h MDT). K7NBW, Bert, in Roseburg Oregon came back, giving me a 
559. He was also 559 on my SST 20. We had a nice rag chew. 


The storm moved closer and I could see lightning, so I took down the antenna 
and hid below the ridge until a light rain passed. The weather briefly 
cleared. We rushed on, wading through hip-deep snow in a saddle before 
reaching the summit. In some places the snow was very crusted and slick, 
providing the opportunity for a long, swift ride to the bottom of the 
mountain. Crampons would have provided a safer (but less exciting) climb. 


The thunderclouds reformed. It was very windy and cold at the summit - not 
a good place to sit and chat! I didn't put up the antenna again, deciding 
it was prudent to get off the mountain as quickly as possible. We hiked 
directly down a steep ridge and were able to reach civilization just before 
the sun set. 


It was a great day, but judging from the amount of snow, it appears it is 
still a little early for mountaintopping at 11,000 feet and above. Next 
weekend I'll check out my Bumble Bee site at Musinea Peak and make sure it 
is accessable.
